Rejection under 35 USC 112 

Claims 6, 9 and 12 were rejected under 35 USC 112, for indefiniteness. While said claims are 
canceled, the same issue can apply to the amended claims. Therefore applicant responds. The 
rejection asserts that something more has to be claimed, namely, that there be an accessing step, 
so as to cause flow from the conduit to the influence zone. Applicant appreciates that the claim 
should be complete but does not fully appreciate the examiner's point. If the following answer 
is not satisfactory, applicant would appreciate a telephone conversation with examiner with 


respect to how applicant might address the issue without adding unnecessary limitations. 
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
